1 . Claims 61 and 62 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The overall 
claimed combination of a method for making an absorbent composite for personal 
hygiene articles including the claimed step of treating the pulp with a base at a 
temperature within the claimed range is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by the 
prior art of record. Additionally, the present application does not read on the 5766159 
patent because the limitations are not identical. 5766159 does not claim the pulp is not 
subjected to crosslinking as is claimed by the present application 09334125. So at least 
for this subject matter, the inventions are not the same.
